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| TIFLES TO IMMIGRATION 
POLICY. 

| While the Conservative press 
vainly tries to discredit the immnu- 
'grauion policy ot the Government 
the pubjished © statistics continue 
to illustrate the splendid results 
from this branch of the public ser- 
‘vice. The lastest testimonial is 
from the Province of Manitoba, 
whose Government cannot be con 
sidered unduly partial to the fed- 
eral administration. The follow- 
ing paragraphs are taken from 
the Winnipeg Telegram, and refer 
to the presentation of the report 
of the Department of Agriculture 
in the Provincial House last 
week : 

“The report on immigration wag 
as follows: 

‘The brightest year in the |as- 
tory of Manitoba’s immigration 
has just closed, the result being a 
substantial increase in the popu- 
lation of the provirice. Great Bri- 
tain, the United States, and the 
eastern provinces of Canada have 
contributed most largely to this 
increase. Perhaps in no previous 
year has there been a latger per- 
centage of the most desirable class 
among the arrivals. It is more 
than evident that the possibilities 
of Manitoba as a great wealth 
producing country: are becoming 
better known. For the future the 
signs of the times are encourag- 
ing. This province is destined 
to become the home of several 
million people, and when its real 
advantages as to soil, climate, 
government and transportation 
tacilities have become understood, 
it is certain that a much larger 
flow of immigration will be en- 
couraged toward the pioneer peo- 
ple of the west. 

“In his report, James Hartney, 
Manitoba. government agent, gave 
a glowing pieture of the move- 


ment of eastern settlers to the 
west during the year. Marked 
features of his work this year 


have been the supplying of train- 
ed farm help in response to spe- 
cial applications from Manitoba 
| farmers, and in bringing intend- 
| ing settlers into touch with own- 
ers of improved farms. The prac- 
tice of newcomers from Ontario 
endeavoring to rent improved 
farms for the first season or long- 
er is rapidly gaining in favor, 
and report received by me show 
that results are muiually gatis- 
Mory to owner and tehaiit.: 
“Hon. A. A. C.-Lalariciere, im- 
migraticn commissioner for Man- 
| itoba, whose work has been chief- 
ily among the French-Canadians, 
;and in the Nev England states, 
| reported a most successful year's 
| work. At his oliice in Montreal 
51,000 harvesters secured trans- 


in the west. 

“J. J. Golden who has charge 
of the immigration and employ- 
ment bureau at G17 Main street, 
reported in pari as follows: 

‘Immigration to Manitoba this 
year has been the largest in the 
history of the province, showing 
a grand total of 55,600. | The re- 
turns show that 46,836 came in 
the regular way and that of the 
| number who came in to assist as 
harvesters, 8,763 remained mak- 
ing the above total. 

“During the year tie demand 
for laborers in all branches of in- 
dustry has been greater than us- 
ual. This is noticeable in agri- 
culture in particular; notwith- 
standing this [ have been able to 
supply practically ail who requir. 
ed help with very little delay. 
Farmers are adopting a system 
of farming that enables them to 
engage a large amount of their 
assistance for the entire year. 

‘A noticeable feature of the 
work of this division for the year 
has been the increased demand for 
skilled labor, especially in Win- 
nipeg. 

““There is an evident shortage 
of domestic help-in this province, 
the demand far exceeding the sup- 
ply, in fact there have been very 
few to come forward offering to 


engage in domestic service. Some- 
times none areto be had. This 
would appear to be one of the 


greatest problems of housekeep- 
ing. It is probable, however, not 
without its commendable features 
as it has increased the demand for 
married men, who with their 
Wives are prepared to join in the

THE AUTOMATIC 


Alderman Boyle Returns to the City 
From Chicago 


Alderman Boyle who was one of the 
party to go to Chicago to look into 
the merits of the automatic telephone 
and to compare it from a subscriber's 
point of view with the manual or Bell 
‘phone, returned to the city on Satur- 
day night over the ©. N. R. and ex- 
presses himself as thoroughly satis- 
fied that the automatic is the most 
up-to-date thing in the telephone line 
that has yet come out. 

The party which went down to the 
Windy City to look into the matter 
were Mayor May and Aldermen Boyle 
and Manson of the vity council and J. 
H. Morris, W. H. Clark, and John I. 
Mills of the board of trade. They 
spent several days around Chicago look- 
ing into the matter and then Mayor 
May, Aldermen Boyle and Manson and 
John I. Mills went to Grand Rapids 
io have a look at resulis there. 

In Chicago they went through the 
works of the Automatic Telephone Co, 
which is the company manufacturing 
the automatic ’phones, and the West- 
ern Electric Co., which is the name 
under which the Bell Company makes 
its telephones. They also took in the 
switch central staticns of both sys- 
tems. The Illinois Telephone Co. is the 
company name under which the auto- 
matie is operated. in Chicago. They 
are held down to a very limited area 
in Chicago on account of the _ fact 
that the company has no franchise in 
the streets, and therefore can only 
reach such parts of ths city as they 
can come at through a tunnel for 
which they recently got a franchise. 
In spite of the disabilities under which 
they are working, however, they have 
2.5000 telephones installed, and when 
the Bell franchise runs out, which will 
occurr in a little over a year, there 
is expected to be a merry war for the! 
supremacy in the tciephone business} 
in Chicago. 

It was in Grand Rapids, Alderman 
Boyle said, that they had the best op- 
portunity to see the workings of the 
two systems, and a comparison of them 
there is entirely in favor of the au- 
tomatic. In that city the Citizen's Tele- 
phone Co., as the Automatic is here 
calied, has 7,590 telephones working, 
and the Bell has 2,500. When the pariy 
reached Grand Rapids they separated, 
and without stating the nature of their 
business tO anyone, commenced to 
make investigations, each independent- 
ly. Alderraan Boyle states that in all 


| his wanderings about the city and in 


the many questions that he asked, he 
did no* receive one opinion avers2 to the 
automatic. In fact, he says, it would 
be hard to find a people better sai- 
isfied with any public service than the 
Grand Rapids people are with the au- 
tomatic. 

Alderman Boyle says that they did 
not see anything of Expert Kilsch on 
their travels, but that they did not 


| want to, as they went to see the auto- 


matic from the standpoint of subscrib- 
ers only and not to get expert advice. 
They are prepared to take the expert 
advice later on, when it is submitted 
to the council.
